Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The parties discussed potential claim amendments to claims 1-4 and 
7. 8, and 10 that would possibly overcome the present claim rejections in view of the Elgamel, Shi, and Levergood 
references. The parties agreed that for claims 1-4, adding language regarding displaying the claimed "infomiation" on 
a screen might overcome the present rejections in view of Elgamel and Levergood. The parties also agreed that for 
claims 7. 8, and 10, clarifying that the "provider-selected information" mentioned is the same set of information (as 
transmitted and as checked for previous transmission) might overcome the rejections in view of Shi. Examiner also 
suggested that Applicant add dependent claims discussing specific time periods and discussing the content of the 
"infomiation" . 
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
